ily, and all national and community organizations, to do their utmost to en- 
courage and assist_the newcomers to make a success of their venture into this 
new land. These newcomers must, as already stated, depenct largely on 
their own initiative and efforts, and unless they do they cannot succeed, 
cither in Canada or elsewhere, no matter what may be done for tiem. But 
those other things which the individual cannot do orprovide, but which are 
absolutely essential’ to success and permanency in settlement, must’ be at- 
tartied to by the community am the state. ;

Me Law Against Rebellion 


Public Safety Act Becomes Law ‘In 
Ireland 

Kevin O'Higgins, vice-president of 
the Irish Dail Nireann, moved the sec- 
ond reading of the treasonable and 
seditious offences bill, which was in- 
troduced by the government, and 
which makes permanent the law 
against rebellion in Ireland .and_ re- 
piaces the Public Safety Act and other 
emergency measures, Which have ex- 
pired. 

The bill is not retrogpective. It 
provides’ merely for possible- trouble 
in the fulure. Mr. O’Higgins said 
that such laws as are provided for in 
the bill existed in all countries, which 
punished offenders by death for war 
on the state. The government, he 
added, could not tolerate any usurpa- 
tion of the functions of the govern- 
ment and therefore desired to penalize 
the assumption of the title of presi!- 
dent and of other officers in rivalry to 
the state,

Makes Great Discoveries 

Great discoveries with regard lo the 
effect of ultra violet rays on foodstuffs 
are reported to have been made by ‘Dr.

University, who has 
been conducting seerct experiments in 
a laboratory on the outskirts of the 
town. The expcriments have been 
mainly to test the capacity of the ul- 
tra violet rays to add to the precious 
vitamines, in which some classes of 
food are deficient.
